The Amador County Teachers’ I n ­ 
stitute convened id the aupeiior co u rt 
room, Tuesday, Nov. 17, J908, at 10 
a. in. 
In a few well chosen words of 
welcome Superintendent W. H. Greeu- 
hulgh, called the institute to order. 
The following officers, 
instructors 
and ieoturers 
were noted p r e s e n t :

T. 11. K irk ;

Lafayette school, Stockton, Edna Oír 
James; dep u ty slate superintendent, 
Job Wood jr. 
The committee ou music and nietu- 
bors of the institute joined in singing 
‘‘America. ” 
Fifty-nine 
teachers responded 
to 
roll call. 
Stnto Superin tendent 
llyatt 
was 
then introduced, and in his quiet, 
forceful 
m anner, 
spoke 
on “ The 
Spirit of the in stitu te .” 
He describ­ 
ed the dilferoht kinds of institutes, 
and dwelt with emphasis ou the i n ­ 
stitute with u purpose, in which the 
plan of the superintendent is to meet 
the demand or need of the teachers. 
A recess of thirty minutes was d e ­ 
clared and the teachers improved the 
opportunity to renew old ac q u a i n t­ 
ances and make new ones.

Misa L au ra E. 
Marshall took up the subject of “ .Art 
in the P u b lic School.” She held the 
attention of the teachers for forty 
minutes, in which time she brought 
out many strong points in her line of 
work.

Wood presented the subject of A r i t h ­ 
metic,

J u d g e Rust extended to the 
teachers a hearty welcome. 
His r e ­ 
marks were followed by the speaker 
ol’ tho evening, ¡átate Superintendent 
Edw. 
H y att, 
who eutertaiued the 
audience 
by an interesting descrip­ 
tion of the hom e life, personality and 
work of L u t h e r Hurbauk. 
The eveu- 
iug program 
was completed 
by 
a 
selectiou an d encore by the Jackson 
male quartette. 
Tho teachers then repaired to the 
bauquot room of the Odd Fello w s’ 
hall where feasliug, sougs and t o a s t ­ 
ing were the pleasure of the hour. 
The in stitute was cal led to order 
Wednesday 
morning by vice-presi­ 
dent, I*'. A. Ball. 
Music by the c o m ­ 
mittee ou music and institute 
was 
followed by roll call, to which the 
teaehers responded with quotations. 
Mrs Edna O rr James ot Stockton, 
was then introduced aud spoke in a 
most pleasing manner of tho i m p o r t­ 
ance of “ The Story H o u r,” in p r i ­ 
mary work. 
She emphasized the fact 
that DO better way is there to roauh 
the imaits aud gain the cuntidouuo of 
the little ones,

T. 11. Kirk held 
the attention of 
tho institute for a brief space, prov­ 
ing his ability as a story-teller. 
The 
teachers were extended an iuvitatiou 
to visit the Kennedy mine, aud quite 
a number improved tho opportunity. 


At 8 p. m. t.ho teachers again assem­ 
bled in the superior court room aud 
enjoyed 
a pleasant 
and profltublo 
oveuiug. 
The Ja ck so n Hand won a 
high triiinte 
ot praise from those 
present. 
Vocal solos by Miss Norma 
Smith and Mrs K ay were highly ap­ 
preciated. 
The speaker of the even­ 
ing, T. 11. Kirk, handled his subject, 
“ What is the M a tte r with tho United 
States,” iu such an earnest, forceful 
munnor that ho held the interest of 
the audience from beginning to finish, 
ilia belief is that some changes must 
come about iu o u r civio affairs, it 
we would retain o u r present groatuess 
as a nation. 


At tho closo of the leoture, Mrs 
Augusta Bainbridge, 
representative

M r Maxfleid of the Preston ¡School

way.

rneaus seeing aud doing, giving to tbe 
p u p il power of expressiou 
by the

be overestimated. 
M r Berger of Amador Gity, spoke 
of the success he had observed iu 
places where 
manual trai n in g was

ou with 
the work of tho 
sohool.

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CRY FOR CIVIC RIGHTEOUNSESS. 


The universal cry for a more rigorous morality in the 
administration of civic affairs in national, state and county 
business,is one of the most reassuring signs of the times. We 
do not believe the corruption,which so sadly stains public life, 
indicates that the people as a rule are in sympathy therewith. 
On the contrary, we believe the grest, pulsating heart of the 
nation—the masses of the citizens—beats true as it ever did to 
righteousness. Departure from the straight path, in its 
multifarious forms, is as much abhorredjas it ever was in the 
public mind. Perhaps it may be true, that as a whole, 
corruption does not exist to a greater extent now than it has 
done in years gone by; the difference consists in its being 
more severely denounced and exposed than in times past. 
Some reformers also adopt methods of reform which are 
scarcely less objection^ than'the evils they are designed to 
abate. Certainly, the efforts which have been put forth to 
purge the city of San Francisco of the curse of graft, cannot 
be taken as examples worthy of imitation. Whilej there may 
be a good deal of sincerity mingled with this instance of 
reformation, at the same time, there ,is mixed up with lit a 
lot of the counterfeit brand which tends to prejudice the 
movement in the estimation ot many. Still there can be no 
queetion, making all allowance on this score, that the graft 
prosecutions, no matter how they may terminate in the 
cdurts, will have a wholesome effect upon the future govern­ 
ment of that city. 


The democrats have the outlook of four }'ears’ undisputed 
control of the board of supervisors. There are many within 
the party hungry for office, without enough berths to go 
around anyhow. They have neither national nor state pat­ 
ronage to fall back upon. It is rumored that they propose to 
use their advantage in county affairs for the benefit of their 
own adherents. That is about all they have got to hold the 
shattered fragments of their organization together anyhow. 
“To the victor belongs the spoils,’’ is a rule that the democracy 
rarely fails to follow. Whether they will do so in the present 
emergency we are not prepared to say; but it will be a sur­ 
prise if they don’t. Too often, a move to change appointees 
for partisan reasons solely is detrimental to public interests, 
but the risk of such an outcome seldom operates as a pre­ 
ventive from putting one of their own men into a lucrative 
job. 


Suits have been started against the Spring Valley Water 
Company and also against the United States government to 
recover damages for the fire losses in the great San Francisco 
calamity. It is alleged that the water company is liable on 
account of the insecure foundation upon which its water mains 
were laid, and that the breaking of these mains was respon­ 
sible for the great destruction of property by the fire—that 
had the water supply not failed at the critical time, the fire 
could have been controled. The government is held, accord­ 
ing to the theory of these suits, because of the dynamiting of 
property by inexperienced men, thereby spreading instead of 
arresting the flames. The suits look like a scheme, either of 
unscrupulous lawyers to extort a fee, or of parties who are try­ 
ing to depreciate the securities of the Spring Valley company. 
The latter effect has [certainly resulted. There are always 
some timid security holders ready to take fright at such plots, 
and sell at a sacrifice. 


It has been stated in the city papers that E. B. Moore, 
assemblyman elect from this district, could be relied upou to 
vote on any bill to be introduced at Sacramento this coming 
session to prevent pool-selling on the various race tracks 
throughout the state.

The death of Judge Rust creates a vacancy in the superior 
judgeship of this county, which will have to he filled by 
appointment by Governor Gillctt. 
The appointment will ex ­ 
tend to the next general election, when a judge will be elected 
to fill the unexpired term of four years. 
The question of the successor of the deceased jurist is 
agitating political circles, and candidates are already be­ 
ginning to lay plans to capture the prize, which carries a 
salary of $4000 per j’ear. 
The governor is a republican, and 
a pretty straight party man at that. 
The insincere cry is 
being raised that the judgeship is not a party office, and on 
this plea 110 doubt an effort will be made to corral the fat 
berth for democracy. • The plan is an intensely partisan one, 
no matter what plea is trotted out to hide the fact. 
It is put 
forward 
for 
the 
main purpose of holding the shattered 
party together, regardless of the fitness of aspirants. 
It goes without saying that there is small hopes that such 
schemes will pass muster with a republican government. Let 
us hope the republicans u f the county will get together, and 
act discreetly and calmly in 
this emergency; act for the best 


interests of the county and of the party. 
The opportunity is 
presented of strengthening the republican organization for the 
future, and such an opportunity should be taken advantage 
of to that end. 
Steps will at once be taken to call the county central com­ 
mittee together, and also to ascertain the sentiment of the 
people of the county, with a view of making recommendations.
